The Swlda 
i;overnment Sy the leading patron of the 
contests, 
contributing liberally both 


morally and financially. Then all the 
country round about is aroused over 
the annual events', ami the "merchants 
and local town governments send In 
their checks, so'that the committee t 
charge Is abundantly supplied with the 
wheriMvlthftl to make the occasion 
grand success.
